$162,687 TO AID PATRICK. 


Amount Spent. for Lawyer Con- 
demned for Rice Murder Revealed.

DPNVER, °Colo.,- Jan: 19.—It cost 
John T., Milliken of -St.. Louis . and 
others $162,687.16 to. aid Albert T. Pat- 
rick, -who served’ many years in Sing 
Sing as the slayer of William Marsh 
Rich,. and was finally pardoned. by 
Gov. ix. This statement was made 
on the witness stand here today by 
Milliken in-.reply to charges brought 
against. him in.a suit by. Leonidas Hil 
of New York, to have an accounting 
of all funds raised by members of the 
Patrick. family and~ others. for the 
man’s defence. 

Hill said he. contributed. $4,200 cash to 
the Patrick fund, and. that. other rela- 
tives, including Patrick’s mother, «gave 
all they could.. Hill and Milliken, mar- 
ried sisters of Patrick. When ‘he had no 
more money, Hill testified, he gave Mil- 
liken 20,000 shares of ‘Milliken i Com-.

Ansiher.German Field Weel 
Taken in Advance Near 
Alsace Frontier. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—A further advance 
has been made by the French troops 
operating northwest of Pont-a-~Mousson 
in the effort 1o cut the lines of commu- 
nication between St. -Mihielon- the 
Meuse and the fortress .of Metz.

SUFFERED LIKE AVEZZANO. 


Near-by Towns Razed and Deaths 
Proportionately Nearly as Many. 


Rome, Jan. 19.—It became certain to-

The dead at Ortucchio, southeast of 
Avezzano, are reported to number at 
least 2,000, fully half of whom have 
been found buried in the ruins of the 
cathedrals there.

among the living are becoming almost 
unbearable.
